EMIGRATION AS LEGAL 


18.——-Russia 
legitimate the 
lus millions to 
countries other than those in Enrope 
and the ministry of commerce today 
submitted te’ the cabinet a bill to abol- 
ish some of the penalties hitherto at- 
taching to unauthorized emigration., 

The bill's preamble specially refers to 
the 281.000 emigrants from Russia to 
America last year and also to the fact 
that $50,000,000 was remitted to Rus- 
sia in 1913 by Russian subjects on the 
other side of the Atlantic. 

In place of the expensive passports 
which have been necessary to those 
leaving Russia, permits will be tssued 
in future at cost of only ten cents. 

The bill also provides for the estab- 
lishment of a fund to assist emigrants 
in Russian ports and abroad and for the 
appointment of a special commission 
to defend their interests in foreign 
countries.

Statement of Educational Commission. 
In episcopal address to the gen- 
eral conference held recently in Okla- 
the bishops of our church, 
after reciting history of the loss 
of the Vanderbilt university, said: “We 
do not presume to indicate to you what 
' course you should pursue to repair the 
loss which has been inflicted upon the 
church. That is for the wisdom of the 
' general conference to determine, and 
we venture to express the opinion that 
our people will promptly supply what- 
ever means you may judge necessary 
to make up for the institution which 
has been taken from the ownership and 
control of the church. It is respectfully 
recommended that the whole matter be 
referred by the general conference to 
a select committee to report what 
should be done as the case now stands.” 
ccordingly the general conference ap- 
pointed a committee, the final report of 
which was unanimously adopted, un- 
der the terms of which report the un- 
dersigned were appointed as a com- 
mission with specific instructions con- 
cerning the work to be done. 
The commission was instructed to 
provide at the earliest possible time 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of a Biblical school or theological de- 
partment, where young men may be 
taught and trained for the ministry of 
the church. It was also instructed to 
considér and determine the advisabili- 
ty and wisdom of establishing an in- 
stitution or institutions of higher edu- 
cation of the grade of a ‘university; 
and authority was conferred upon it to 
establish and provide for the location 
maintenance, and endowment of such 
institution or institutions of higher 
learning, and the establishment and 
the location, maintenance, and endow- 
ment of a school of theology.

A Sample of the Methods Used by 
The Empire Life Insurance Company 


To mislead its stockholders and policyholders by withholding from them and from (Cieorgia’s 
Insurance Department the tact that on March. 6th, 1914, the company caused its general counsel 
to prepare and to have filed by other counsel through dummy plaintiffs a bill reciting the insoivency 
of The Empire Life Insurance Company as found by the Deputy Insurance Commissioner of Georgia 
as a result of his examination into the affairs of the company, which bill stressed the necessity for 
reinsuring the policies written by The Empire Life Insurance Company and winding up its affairs, 
and asked for the appointment of temporary and permanent receivers. 


This bill, as admitted by the sworn testimony of the vice president and general counsel of the 
company, was directed by the company, was filed in court, but returned to the offices of the general 
counsel of The Empire Life Insurance Company on March 6th, 1914, after the judge of Fulton Superior 
Court had enjoined the company from changing the status of its affairs. The bill was never recorded 
for public information and was never brought to the attention of the Insurance Department of Georgia, 
nor to the attention of the stockholders or policyholders of the company. : 


On the day upon which these conditions were developed by the sworn testimony of the vice 
president and general counsel of the company, under examination by counsel for plaintiit in the 
pending case of Judge James R. Brown against The Empire Life Insurance Company, there appeared 
as part of a page advertisement in the Atlanta papers a letter purporting to be an endorsement of 
the company and its condition by General Wm. A. Wright, Insurance Commissioner of the State of 
Georgia. This document showed upon its face that it was but an excerpt, that the entire letter was 
not published and that General Wright was ignorant of the bill which had been filed by the company. 


We immediately brought to the attention of General Wright the published excerpt and exhibited 
to him the original bill above mentioned. This produced the following letter which speaks for itsell 
and which is published with the consent of General Wright.

READY FOR SENATE 


Wilson Announces That He 
Wishes Ratification Be- 
fore Adjournment — Pacts

Washington, July 18.—President Wil- 
son, through Secretary Bryan, has 
notified the senate foreign relations 
committee his wishes to press for rat- 
ification before adjournment of this 
Session of congress the new peace 
treaties signed with twenty foreign 
powers, which will be submitted for 
ratification. next week. 

Purpose of the Treaties. 

The president’s plan was communi- 
cated in a statement by Secretary 
Bryan which gave the following 
@nalysis of the general purposes of 
the treaties:

“That the contracting parties reserve 
the right to act independently on the 
subject matter after the submission of 
the report.

Trial of Mme. Steinhell. 

The trial of Madame Steinheil, who 
was accused of murdering her mother 
and her husband, established a record, 
but it wilb probably be eclipsed by the 
coming trial of Madame Caillaux. At 
the Steinheil trial the body of the 
court was packed to suffocation with 
actors, prizefighters, racing men, and 
prosperous “demi-mondaines;” in fact, 
by everybody who is willing to pay a 
big price to see a good show. Several 
well-known actresses occupied seats 
behind the judge’s chair, and _ the 
harassed jury were almost hidden from 
view by a profusion of fashionable 
hats and frocks. 

The public part of the court, after 
the plainclothes men had been admit- 
ted through a side door, was filled 
with spectators who could afford to 
pay anything from $4 to $20 for a 
place. The trial began every day at 
noon and lasted a week. As early as 
6 o'clock on the previous evening a 
horde of miserable men and women 
took up thelr positions for a weary 18 
hours’ wait in the sope of selling their 
places on the following day. At about 
10 a. m. their places were bought up b 
small speculators who offered them 
for sale to the highest bidder as noon 
This buying and selling 
is openly carried on in the street, and 
the police probably have instructions 
not to interfere. At the Steinheil trial 
I saw a well-known deputy pay $40 for 
two “seats” which the seller guaran- 
teed to be in the “first row.” 

Triangular Verbal Duel. 

The trial resolves itself into a trian- 
gular verbal duel between the judge, 
counsel and the prisoner. Sometimes 
they all speak at the same time, as th: 


This enormous increase in criminality 
has three great causes behind it: The 
entire absence of religious instruction 
in the state elementary and secondary 
schools, the excessive indulgence shown 
to criminals (especially women) by 
juries, and the flood of alcoholism.

The scandal of the excessive indul- 
gence shown to women by French ju- 
ries has, however, reached such ri- 
diculous proportions that ae pe opin- 
ion has been roused, and it is proba- 
ble that the triumphant murderess has 
had her day. 

There have been so many “crimes 
passionels” during the last few years 
that it is an invidious task to pick out 
any especially worthy of note. Two 
cases, however, stand out supreme. Ma- 
dame Lamberjack, the wife of a well- 
known moter car factor, emptied her 
revolver into her former husband, from 
whom she had been divorced for twelve 
months. Their respective lawyers had 
arranged a meeting at the husband's 
house for the purpose of arranging an 
equitable division of the furniture. Ma- 
dame Lamberjack coolly shot her for- 
mer husband, and even pursued the-‘un- 
fortunate man into the garden where 
she finished her deadly work before 
the frightened attorneys could inter- 
fere. jer defense was that “she loved 
her former husband too much to see 
him married to another.”

SETTLEMENT IS NEAR 
REGARDING HOME RULE 


London, July 18.—King George, who 
has been making great efforts to bring 
about a settlement of the Irish home 
rule crisis, decided to postpone until 
late today his proposed visit to the 
British fleet now lying at Spithead, 
go that he might be in London to re- 
ceive early reports of developments in 
the conferences between the various 
party leaders. It is understood that 
when the opportune moment arrives 
his majesty will throw his influences 
toward the side looking for an amica- 
ble settlement.

Judge W. M. Kavanaugh. Presfdent Southern 

League Association, Little Rock Ark 

Dear Sir: Enclosed please find clipping 
from The Atlanta Constitution of the 14th 
fnst:.. in which one of our fans gives his 
views regarding your ruling about George; 
Kircher on the coaching lines. This is not 
the first printed expression from our fans 
and doubtless it will not be the last. 

Mr. Kircher is the only real, live, up-to- 
Gate coacher Atlanta has ever had and 
the other Southern league teams have not 
produced one. at least for the past seven 
years. Now that we have one, why such 
a ruling? The fans of this city all like Mr. 
Kircher and hundreds of them went to the 
games to see him on the lines, and, I under- 
stand, his coaching was a large drawing 
card in the other cities until your ruling. 

I atso- understand that Johnny Dobbs 
has it in for Mr. Kircher; that Mr. Dobbs 
made a statement while in Atlanta that he 
would get him out of the Southern league: 
and, recently when Atlanta was in New 
Orleans Mr., Kircher'’s coaching showed Mr 
Dobb's method up so bad that it made him 
look like 309 cents with a hole in it. and 
that Mr. Dobbs got so discusted with himself 
he went to the dugout remain. If this 
is true, can it be that Dobbs has been 
instrumental! in causing you to issue such a 
Fuling, laboring under the impression that 
you have not had the pleasure of seeing Mr. 
Kircher on the coaching ines. 

The big leagues hav had several orig- 
inal coachers, who highly amused the fans. 
and where is Washington with her Germany 
Shafer, whose originality on the lines Wash- 
ington Pees doubtless paid more for than his 
value to the club. 

In getting down to the point. Baseball its 
a business, and I don’t suppose you or any 
of the other gentiemen are in it strictly 
for the sport. Your league is in it for the 
money and we fans spend our money for the 
entertainment. I believe I voice the approv- 
al of every fan in Atlanta, and a large 
portion of those in.the other cities, that we 
enjoy spending our money to see Mr. Kircher. 

There is nothing radical connected with 
his coaching; neither is it ungentlemanly, 
@nd so far as we can see it does not re- 
semble a vaudeville show or even a mov- 
ing picture entertainment. 

Would it not be a good idea, provided 
you have not seen him at his best or worse, 
to come to Atlanta and see him in action, and 
notice the tumultuous approval of the en- 
tire attendance—then visit the other cities 
and see what a card he is? 

Speaking of the ‘dignity’ of the game. 
It strikes me that this is the wrong word 
to use. Is there such a thing as “dignity”’ 
at a ball game? Do the gentiemen not take 
off their coats, smoke and chew tobacco; 
while a number of the fair ladies ably as- 
sist them in eating peanuts, candy, ice 
cream, chewing gum and drinking soft 
Grinks: not to speak of the throwing up of 
hats, standing in front of people behind you; 
loud rooting. slang expressions, etc. There 
fis less “‘dignity’’ shown at a ball game than 
any other decent form of amusement. 

Of course I understand that when you 
used the term “dignity’’ you referred to the 
players and not the attendance—I presume 
you included the umpires with the players 
Taking this for granted, permit me to say 
that a large number of our fans do not 
accept two of your umpires; the honorable 
Mr. O'Toole and the distinguished Mr. 
Kerin, with much if any “dignity.’’ In the 
language of one fan: ‘‘They are either blind, 
incompetent or have it in for Atlanta.’’ The 
latter most of us are inclined to accept. By 
not announcing your presence here, and 
staying a short while with us, this would 
doubtless be substantiated. 

In conclusion, permit me to state that I 
am simply one of the many good fans 
here; one who thoroughly appreciates his 
inability to run a class D team, much less 
endeavor to direct the presidency of the 
Southern league. In fact, I do not believe 
I would be capable of acting as your office 
boy, but I do believe, in fact I know, that 
the fans of this city (the best town you 
have) are highly displeased at your ruling 
regarding Mr. Kircher being forced to stand 
on hia feet when he is tired and desires 
to sit down. Further, we have ‘vaudeville 
shows” to go to where we all sit with much 
“dignity” pompt and splendor of the French 
court, and for your information we have 
some splendid theaters.

It is probable that in the entire au- 
tomobile history there has been no 
question so difficult for a buyer to 
Solve as the question of the respective 
merits of the six-cylinder and the four- 
cylinder motor.

Emise, vice president of the Chandler 
Motor Car company, in a recent talk. 

“The fact that the great majority 
of motor cars that have been built and 
sold in the past five years have been 
of the four-cylinder type, and have 
proven so generally satisfactory, has 
caused the average owner and driver to 
be contented with this type of car,” 
says Mr. Emise. “The continued popu- 
larity of the four has been also due to 
the fact that until recently the prices 
at which sixes have been sold has been 
well-nigh prohibitive to the average 
buyer. 

“It is only a matter of common sense

America Could Not Be Coaxed 
to Plane Along Surface 
of the Water. 
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Hammondsport, N. Y., July 18.—The 
trials of the Rodman Wanamaker fly- 
ing boat America today were disap- 
pointing to Glenn H. Curtiss and Lieu- 
tenant Porte. The tests of three days 
ago showed such an improvement 
the boat was so near to expectations 
that it was thought one more slight 
change would result in complete suc- 
cess. 

Unfortunately the change made was 
not the right one for today. The Amer- 
ica could not be coaxed to plane along 
the surface of the water.

States department of agriculture, the 
attention of cotton growers, merchants 
and spinners is called to the impor- 
tance of the uniform 
grading cotton, and also to the fact 
that, although the same grade names 
are used in nearly all markets, 
do not always have the same meéean- 
ing. This inevitably results in confu- 


sion, which. however, it is hoped will | 


be done away with before long. 

An important step in this direction 
is the preservation by the department 
of agriculture of ‘fifty sets of official 
samples of each grade in large vacuum 
tubes. In these tubes there is no 
light to bleach, no air to oxidize and 
no moisture to permit mildew. The 
samples, therefore, remain permanent- 
ly unchanged and provide an authori- 
tative standard from which other 
standards may be prepared and issued 
by the department for use in grading 
commercial lots. 

Nine Official Grades. 

The standard is the outcome of an 
act of congress authorizing the estab- 
lishment of nine official grades to be 
named as follows: Middling fair, strict 
good middling, good middling, strict 
middling. middling, strict low middling, 
low middling, strict good ordinary and 
good ordinary. In this system of grad- 
ing middling is taken as 4a basis. The 
grade names containing the word 
“strict” are Known in the trade as half 
grades, the others as full grades. 

The grade of cotton is dependent 
upon the amount of foreign matter or 
impurities, such as leaf, dirt and sand, 
which it contains and also the quan- 
tity of strings, motes, neps, gin-cut 
fiber, cut seed and Unripe fiber, and 
also to a certain extent color. In de- 
termining the amount of foreign mat- 
ter in the cotton the weather is a very 
important factor, either wind or rain 
being often responsible for an unusual- 
ly large quantity of dirt or sand. Much 
of this foreign matter can be taken 
out by the use of cleaning attachments 
at the gin and if the cotton is sold 
strictly by grade, therefore the cost 
of this process 
can be recovered in the markets.

Washington, July 18.—Approximate- 
ly 2,026,000,000 native field birds, ex- 
clusive of sparrows, inhabit the United 
States east of the great plains states, 
according to partial returns announced 
today of the first national bird census. 
Apparently the most numerous of these 
birds is the robin,

nated, there are 100,000,000 east of the 
Mississippi river. They average 050 
pairs to the square mile, which all field 
birds average 1,000 pairs to the square 
mile. 

Chevy Chase, Maryland, a suburb of 
Washington, reports the most numer- 
ous bird life thus far, with an average 
of about 7 pairs per acre. 

The arid lands of the southwest show 
the smallest bird population. Large 
stretches in Arizona and New Mexico 
do not contain more than one pair to 
seven acres.

Begun on County Attor- 
ney Measure. 


The session of the house Saturday 
morning was taken up in the passage

“We frankly admit that American 
workingmen, in their struggles against 
greed and tyranny to secure a living 
wage, an@i.shorter hours, and bette: 
working conditions, do things some- 
times altogether regrettable—things 
that were better left undone. So do 
all other large human aggregations 
struggling for a cause, however meri- 
torious yea, even divine. 

“None of us are perfect, or altogeth- 
er law-abiding. As heretofore shown, 
even ‘Little Joe,’ in his crude, abortive 
efforts to up -'d what he erroneously 
conceived te we law, violated the law, 
ran rough-shod over constitutions and 
statutes. 

“We only know that organized labor 
is the only practical method yet devis- 
ed by the brains of freemen to get a 
modicum of justice in their struggle 
for bread in our industrial life.

_ Congressman Thomas W. Hardwick 
has written a lengthy reply to the 
card of Governor John M. Slaton which 
appeared in last Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion. 

Mr. Hardwick goes into details re- 
Sarding his adverse vote on the parcels 
Post bill and offers an explanation of 
his use of ‘the word “hirelings” in his 
last card, which Governor Slaton at- 
‘tacked. 


Mr. Hardwick's reply follows: 

“In his card of last Sunday, Mr. 
Slaton made a touching though un- 
| necessary defense of working people, 

such as clerks, from my savage as- 
'saults. This appeals to my sense of 
humor. I have not had a very easy 
time in life, and I expect I have far 
more sympathy for the working peo- 
ple of Georgia and am in much closer 
touch with them than Mr. Slaton ever 
has been or ever can be. The ‘hire- 
lings’ to whom I referred were the 
Political henchmen of Mr. Slaton, who 
Seem to have been employed to make 
Silly attacks on me, for which their 
employer escapes responsibility. 

“Mr. Slaton’s deep solicitude in be- 
‘half of the party, the state and the 
' country, over my absence from Wash- 
ington just at this juncture, is equally 
touching, and almost equally. disin- 
terested. No doubt he prefers that I 
should be 
anywhere else except in Georgia just 
now. Let me reassure him on one 
point. I am neglecting no duty I owe 
at Washington in order to prosecute 
this campaign.

No private agency could be 
devised to.serve, generally, the rural 
sections of the country. hile the ex- 
press rates, along the railroads, were 
too high, still, ample and ccmplete 
power had been given to the interstate 
commerce commission to regulate those 
rates and reduce them to a reasonable 
basis. This had been given in 1906 in 
the Hepburn railroad rate bill.

so. Prompt and effectual action in this 
regard could protect the people who 
lived in cities and towns, but the peo- 
ple who lived in rural sections could 
get no such service, unless the govern- 
ment gave it to them through the rural 
route system. After some discussion, 
this was, I think, oe ogee f accepted, 
and in accordance with it, first tried 
to get an amendment considered in the 
house in connection with the postof- 
fice appropriation bill to try an exper- 
imental parcel post, on the _ rural 
routes, just as we had established, in 
the beginning, an experimental rural 
free delivery system. The amendment 
I offered was ruled out, on a technical 
point of order, under the rules. I fol- 
lowed it up by introducing a bill to the 
same effect which I pressed and ar- 
gued at length before the postoffice 
committee of the house on April 22, 
1909. The republican party then in 
control of the house and its commit- 
tees denied us even this experimental 
rural parcel post. Nothing Was done 
in the matter until after the demo- 
crats had carried the house and as- 
sumed its control.

Creation of Candler C ounty 
Largely Due to F. H. Sills 


Governor Slaton on Friday signed 


the bill creating the new county of; 


Candler and thus ends one of the most 
determined fights that has been waged 
in the legislature. The fight of the 
people of Metter to secure the crea- 
tion of the county of Candler is only 
equaled by that of the people of Win- 
der, who succeeded some days before 
in passing the bill to create the county 
of Barrow. 

The first bill to create Candler 
sounty was introduced ten years ago. 
rye. ten sessions the people of Metter 
have been knocking at the doors of 
the general assembly and finally they 
have been successfu’, This success 
is largely due to F. H. Sills, editor of 
The Metter Advertiser, and Dr. W. D. 
Kennedy, who helped finance the 
project. Dr. Kennedy was the first to 
conceive the idea of a new county. 
Three years ago Mr. Sills was put 
in charge of the campaign and during 
that time he has given the legislature 
ne rest. 

Governor Slaton signed the bill with 
a special fountain pen, which the peo- 
ple of Metter presented to Mr. Sills 
in recognition of his services. 

Candler county will be carved from 
Emanuel, Bulloch and Tattnall coun- 
ties. It will be named for the late 
Allan D. Candler. It will have a pop- 
ulation of 12,725; tax values of $2,729,- 
000, and an area of $61 square miles. 


RAILROAD IS PLACED 
IN HANDS OF RECEIVERS 


Fort Smith, Ark., July 18.—On appli- 
cation of William P. Riley, of New 
York, the Kansas City and Memphis 
railroad, with headquarters at Rogers, 
Ark., was placed in the hands of re- 
ceivers today. The road is capitalized 
at $6,000,000. J. E. Felker, president, 
and O. O. Disman, general manager, 
were named receivers. 

The Kansas City and Memphis rail- 
road is seventy-three miles long and 
traverses the rich fruit belt of north- 
west Arkansas. The complaint alleges 
there are two mortgages against the 
property, one for $300,000, expiring 
in six months, and another for $508,- 
000, and also a floating indebtedness 
of $90,000, which the road is unable 
to meet. 

lt is claimed the company failed to 
pay interest on a mortgage due July 
1, and fear is expressed that the prop- 
erty will be attacned to satisfy claims.

I have no ‘err 
or purpose to attempt its repea if 
elected to the senate, because I am 
willing to accept it as @ compromise 
for fear that we may go further and 
do worse. I shall, however, oppose any 
extension of the system beyond. its 
present limits for the following rea- 
a We have already given the farm- 
ers the rural route parcel post service 
that they are entitled to and that will 
give them this service that they can 
obtain in no other way.

and believe that the one and only busi- 
ness in which the government ought to 
engage is the business of governing. I 
am opposed. on principle, to the gov- 
ernment’s engaging in the dry goods 
business, the grocery business, or even 
the business of carrying freight for 
hire.

Wholesale I mmigration. 


(From The New York World.) 

In three fiscal years 1905-1907, 8.,- 
413.000 immigrants entered the United 
States. The very year the panic 
broke. 1907, saw also the immigration 
record broken, with a total of 1,285,349. 

Work was and continued scarce. In 
the next six years, 1908-1913, about 
2 940.000 aliens left our shores. Make 
due allowance for those paying visits 
home. or retur nine to live in Europe, 
and there remain a vast number whose 
coming had meant sorrow and loss. 
whose going meant disillusionment— 
an almost incredible sum of human 
tragedies. There mav have been @ 
million such individual cases. 

Is the guess too high? Another year 
or two will fill up the total past perad- 
venture. Again we are faced with a 
record immigration. With industry 
Sluggish and much unemployment, l1,- 
038.596 entered the country in the ten 
months ended with April, and the 
usual proportion for May and June 
will bring the year’s total up to about 
1,350,000. 

It is inconceivable that such an im- 
migration on. have come in such 
seasons by n: ‘al process, without 
misrepresentati on. It is ineonceivable 
that in six lean years 3,240,000 depart- 
ing aliens should have met 5,419,000 
coming in; that 19153 alone should have 
brought nearly 1,200,000; that 1914 is 
to land 1,350,000, or more than the 
probable total of unemployment—un- 
less ies had swollen the host to satisfy 
reed 
. If folks hitherto honest are turned 
criminal by disappointment; if priva- 
tion drives normal people to the hos- 
pitals or mental anguish maddens 
them: if a vast army face loss of time 
and waste of maney hoarded through 
years of industry, heavy lies the re- 
sponsibility upon steamship com- 
yanies that comb every hamlet in 
hurope to Sweep possible passengers 
into their dragnets. 

No immigration bill that congress 
can pass will do what is expected if it 
does not deal with this abuse at the 
source. “Assisted immigration,” of 
which we have heard so much, we can 
detect and defeat. It is with immi- 
gration ErOmE Ses, deluded, cheated, 
that we have to deal.

New York, July 18.—(Special.)—-The

week or so, with occasional periods of 
firmness, when shorts covered to take 
profits. Genuine liquidation was in 
progress during several sessions, with 
both big and little holders selling; but 


some of the most important interests | 
in the financial market were said to be) 


on the supporting side. Whether they 
are confident of better times or 
whether their support was to protect 
other large holders is a matter of con- 
jecture. The rank and file of stock 
market traders and operators are very 
bearish at present, but there are a 
number of important factors in finance 
and business who have predicted re- 
newed activity and better conditions, 
tf not actual prosperity, in the next 
few weeks. The large crops are still 
looked upon as the means by 
business and industry will 
eut of the rut of inactivity. European 
investors and speculators are very 
pessimistic concerning American = S8€- 
curities, with heavy selling for Euro- 
pean account recently. Disclosures of 
various irregularities and mismanage- 
ment in American corporation affairs, 
especially in railroads, have led to in- 
creasing suspicions on the part of for- 
eign security holders concerning all 
corporations on this continent. With 


this heavy selling from abroad, coupled

of receiverships for various important 
railroad properties was heard on every 
side in Wall street, detracting from 
the hopeful view of a small clique of 
bulls who have been trying to bring 
about a recovery in stocks based on 
the crop prospects.

New Haven Situation. 

The terrific attack on the New Haven 
road by the interstate commerce com- 
mission has spread gloom in specu- 
lative circles. The attack itself is a 
serious matter, tending to cause small 
investors to throw their holdings into 
the market, also to increase the dis- 
trust of American securities held by 
many foreigners interested in Amer- 
ican affairs. It has Caused gravé ap- 
prehension as to the chances for a 
favorable decision increasing freight 
rates. It is argued in Wall street that 
if the I. C. Cc. has such strong views 
against the leading interests in one of 
the roads which would benefit most 
by an advance in freight rates, that 
they will probably be fnclined to bring 
in a report that good management of 
railroads would give them sufficient 
earnings for legitimate needs without 
higher freight tariffs. Railroad inter- 
ests claim that they may all have to 
suffer because of alleged or real cul- 
pability on the part of a few finan- 
ciers. There are still plenty of people 
well in touch with the subject who 
look for a granting of the roads’ peti- 
tions for freight advance when the 
I. Cc. Cc. delivers its findings. 

The question of the future of the 
New Haven ts discussed in all financial 
and business circles. There are hints 
that it may be found advisable to 
place the New England railroad sys- 
tem in the hands of receivers, not be- 
cause of financial need, but in order 
such a way that 
have drained the rest 
of the system can be cut off, or put 
on a self-supporting basis. One thing 
is certain, and that is that there is 
little chance for dividend resumption 
for two or three years at the least. 

Although there had been predictions 
of a receivership for Missouri Pacific 
last week when the market level of 
various securities of that road dropped 
very sharply, nothing has developed 
to confirm that idea, amd shorts ac- 
cordingly covered heavily in the last 
few days, a recovery in the various 
securities resulting. Plans for a reor- 
ganization without receivership are 
said to bein process of formation. 
Various security holders have formed 
committees for their own protection. 
With heavier operating costs expected 
for next year, owing to larger deprecia- 
tion charges, also additional bond and 
note interest charges, the fixed and 
epecial charges against Migsouri Pa- 
ciflc income are expected to be in 
excess of $1,900,000 over this year. 

Shareholders of the Standard Oil 
company of California have voted to 
increase the capital stock from $50,- 
000,000 to $100,000,000, this being the 
second time that vote was taken on 
the authorization, the fifst vote hav- 
ing been found illegal. 

The decision of a New York court 
has cleared away part of the obstacles 
for the distribution of $50,000,000 as- 
sets to Union Pacific common share- 
holders. The court decided that pre- 
ferred stockholders cannot complain or 
have legal redress if they are not in- 
cluded in the distribution. There are 
still some other stockholders’ suits in 
the way before the distribution can be 
consummated.

Cotton and Grain. 

General business conditiong have 
been blamed for the recent bearish at- 
titude of many cotton exchange factors 
who were formerly on the bull side of 
cotton. It is argued that buying of 
goods will fall off soon, and that there 
will be a corresponding shrinkage of 
demand for cotton. Developments of 
the week, other than this change of 
attitude, were mostly of a bullish na- 
ture. Fhe report of consumption show- 
ed a continued active demand, which 
contradicts the stand of bears regard- 
ing smaller buying of cotton goods, 
with 445.635 bales used in this country 
during June, with the outlook for the 
total consumption by American milis 
at over 6,000,000 bales at the end of 
the crop year, July 31. While the east- 
ern .belt. especially Georgla, holds 
promise of a very large crop this fall, 
Texas and other parts of the western 
belt are still complaining, and pros- 
pects are poor there. 

Reports of damage to wheat by rust 
were responsible for renewed strength 
in the leading grain markéts, follow- 
ing a long period of either weak or 
merely steady markets. Fear of a 
strike in the grain eountry’s railroads 
also aided bulls on wheat. Good ex- 
port conditions for the grain also ald- 
ed. Corn was strong, mostly in sym- 
pathy with wheat, also as a result of 
complaints regarding corn conditions 
in the Argentine Republic. This was 
in spite of bearish developments such 
as much-needed rains in part of the 
corn country and the government re- 
vision upward of its estimate for the 
crop this year to 2,920,000,000 bushels. 


Cotton Goods. 


New York, July 18.—Cotton goods and 
cotton yarn markets have been tending to- 
ward further weakness in consequence of a 
pressure to sell and a hesitation ig buying 
on the part of jobbers and usérs of both 
cloths and yarns in manufacturing. At the 
same time there are some maintained ele-

HAS EQUAL SUFFRAGE BEEN A 
SUCCESS 8O FAR? 

The amnti-suffrage associations of 
New York and Massachusetts have 
been for years diligently at work try- 
ing to gather testimony against wom- 
an suffrage. After all their efforts 
they have not been able to find a dozen 
respectable men to assert over their 
own names and addresses that equal 
suffrage has had any bad results. The 
liquor and vice interests are always 
solidly against woman suffrage, and 
of course representatives of this class 
may readily be found to testify against 
it, but our respectable opponents of the 
anti-suffrage party scarcely care to 
use such testimony. 

On the other hand, thousands from 
the equal suffrage counties and states 
are willing to assert that they sew 
good resulta of the woman's ballot. 
As the Hon. Edward T. Taylor, of Col- 
Oorado, says: “An oumce of fact is 
worth a ton of theory, and one actua: 
result of equal suffrage is worth more 
than all the theoretical anti-suffrage 
speeches since the dawn of history.” 

Mr. Taylor gives a short synopsis of 
one hundred and fifty good laws that 
have gone into effect in Colorado since 
equal suffrage was granted there, and 
he attributes them largely to the “‘di- 
rect influence” of the woman's vote. 
He mentions the fact that the schools 
of Colorado have been absolutely tak- 
en out of politics since women came 
into them, that great improvements 
have been effected in all departments 
of education, that the polling places 
and election-day customs have heen 
vastly improved and that the wonder 
ful revean court of Denver has been 
established. The judge of that court. 
Ben Lindsey, now famous over the 
whole country, asserts that he would 
never have been elected to the position 
he now holds but for the woman's vote 
Both party organizations were against 
him, but he was nominated on an in- 
dependent ticket and elected by the 
women by overwhelming majorities 
His remarkable methods tin dealing 
with juvenile offenders have made 
him famous, and his court has heen 
teken as a model by hundreds of cities 
in the United States. 

Let me give a brief synopsis, written 
from literai quotations, of what hun- 
dreds of men and women have put on 
record as their observations after hav- 
ing lived in an equal suffrage state.

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| FIGHTING FOR PURE FOOD 


“The constant support of women is essential to obtain good results in 
fighting for pure food,” Dr. Barnard said in his address before the biennial 
convention in Chicago. 

It is impossible to put enough federal, state or municipal food inspectors 
into the field to insure clean food for our people unless they have the con- 
stant, active support of the women of the country. It is as impractical for 
a centralized food control to inspect the hundreds of thousands of dairies from 
which our milk comes as it is for the government to regulate the sanitation 
of our kitchens. 

Dr. Barnard says he believes we are entering an era of cleanliness when 
the*food manufacturer and distributor will insure his customers unadulterated 
food, and when it will be as vicious a crime to poison a customer by typhoid 
laden milk as to kill him with arsenic or an ax. One of the most humane 
acts that any club can perform is to obtain the passage and enforcement 
of a proper milk ordinance. 

It was at the 1906 biennial at St. Paul that the federated club women of 
America went on record as demanding pure food. The Hepburn pure food bill 
was then before congress. This resolution was sent to Representative Hep- 
burn: “The General Federation of Women's Clubs, assembled in its biennial 
meeting, representing forty-seven states, 898 affiliated clubs and 500,000 
women, respectfully urge the passage of the pure food bill in the interest of 
the health of the people and the international reputation of our people for 
honesty.” 

Another resolution was passed calling upon the women of every state 
delegation to urge their representatives in the legislature to do all in their 
power to secure the passage of the bill. Every member of the hous of repre- 
sentatives knew that the women of his constituency were watching to see 
how he voted on the pure food Dill. 

The Hepburn bill became the national food law.

Mrs. Warren said: 

“The object of a report is to make 
others understand certain conditions 
with as little mental effort as pos- 
sible. Give the facts, but avoid a del- 
uge-like flow of language which ob- 
scures your point. Make short, con- 
cise reports. Make a brief outline of 
the points to be considered before writ- 
ing the report itself. Use as few words 
as possible in the outline, making the 
topics crisp and sharp like the head- 
lines in a newspaper. After deciding 
the necessary points, arrange them in 
a logical.order, so that one topic leads 
naturally into another. This will give 
your report sequence, framework, 
structure. Do not waste time by such 
trite beginnings as ‘A great deal is 


being said and written concerning’ and 
then ramble on aimlessly with an in- 
troduction, while your hearers wonder 
what you are trying to tell. Get the 
instant interest of your audience by a 
vital fact stated in a few words. The 
best newspaper reporters not only try 
to begin with a vital phrase, but also 
end with one they desire should linger 
in the memories of their readers. Do 
not exhaust the nerve force of your 
audience by long sentences, technica] 
terms, or such phrases as ‘The future 
is bright with promise.’ Avoid the 
Siren song of the eternal feminine such 
as ‘woman’s ever broadening sphere.’ 
ceports should close with recommenda- 
tions or with a definite statement of 
things advised or accomplished after 
careful study by the committee. Every 
member of a committee should sign im- 
portant reports. When this is not done 
all reports should be respectfully sub- 
mitted for the committee by the chair- 
man. Nothing improves a report so as 
writing it several times. The useless 
words make themselves felt in the re- 
writing.”

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AN IDEAL CATTLE COUNTRY. 

For ays, as we steamed north- 
ward d the tr ic orn, 
and then we were within the 
republic our right, to 
the east. a fairly well 
tled country, where bhananas 
Oranges were cultivated and 
crops of hot countries raised 
hanks we passed an occasional small 
‘town. or saw a ranch-house close to 
the river’s brink, or s#opped for wood 
at some little settlement. Across the 
river to the west lay the level swampy, 
fertile wastes known as the Chaco, 
still given over either to the wild In- 
dians or to cattle ranching on a gi- 
gantic scale. 

The broad river ran in curves be- 
tween mud banks where terraces 
marked successive periods of flood. A 
belt of forest stood on each bank, but 
it was only a couple of hundred yards 
wide. Back of it was the open coun- 
try; on the Chaco side this was a vast 
plain of grass dotted with tall, 
ful palms. In places the belt of forest 
vanished and the palm-dotted. prairie 
came to the river's edge. 

The Chaco is an ideal cattle country, 
and not really unhealthy. It will be 
covered with ranches at a not distant 
day. But mosquitoes and many other 
winged insect pests swarm over It. 
Cherrie and Miller had spent a week 
there collecting mammals and birds 
prior to my arrival at Asuncion. They 
were veterans of the tropics, hardened 
to the insect plagues of Guiana and the 
Orinoco. But they reported that never 
had they been sd tortured as in the 
Chaco. The sandflies crawled through 
the meshes in the mosquito nets, and 
forbade them to sleep; if in their sleep 
a knee touched the net the mosquitoes 
fell on it so that it looked ag if rid- 
died by birdshot; and the days were a 
torment, although they had done well 
in their work, collecting some 250 
specimens of birds and mammals, 

Nevertheless for some as yet inscrut- 
able reason the river served as a bar- 
rier to certain insects which are 
menaces to the cattle men.

any wounded man or beast: for blood 
in the water excites them to madness. 
They will tear wounded wild fowl to 
pieces; and bite off the tails of big 
fish as they grow exhausted when 
fighting after being hooked. Miller, be- 
fore J reached Asuncion, had been bad- 
ly bitten by one. Those that we caught 
sometimes bit through the hooks, 
the double strands of copper wire that 
served as leaders, and got away. Those 
that we hauled on deck lived for many 
minutes. 

Most predatory fish 
slim, like the alligator 
But the piranha is a short, deep-bodied 
fish, with a blunt face and a heavily 
undershot or projecting lower jaw 
which gapes widely. The razor-edged 
teeth are wedge-shaped like a shark’s, 
and the jaw muscles possess. great 
power. The rabid, furioug snaps drive 
the teeth through flesh and bone. The 
head with its short muzzle, staring 
maiignant eyes, and gaping, cruelly- 
armed jaws, is the embodiment of evil 
ferocity; and the actions of the fish 
exactly match its looks. 


THE PIRANHA ON DECK. 

I never witnessed an exhibition of 
such impotent, savage fury as was 
shown by the piranhas as they flapped 
on deck. When fresh from the water 
and thrown on the boards they uttered 
an extraordinary squealing sound. As 
they flapped about they bit with 
vicious eagerness at whatever present- 
ed itself. One of them flapped into a 
cloth and seized it with a bulldog grip. 
Another grasped one of its fellows: an- 
other snapped at a piece of weod, and 
left the teeth-marks deep therein. 
They are the pests of the waters, and 
it is necessary to be exceedingly cau- 
tious about either swimming or wad- 
ing where they are found. If cattle 
are driven into, or of their own accord 
enter, the water, they are commonly 
not molested; but if by chance some 
unusually big or ferocious specimen of

A MENACE OF THE FUTURE. 

Denials are general as to the connection 
of the Industrial Workers of the World with 
the bomb explosion in New York recently 
that exposed the plot on the home of the 
younger Rockefeller. But the police find 
such close sympathy with the plotters and 
some of the members of that delectable 
organization as to give suspicion a strong 
turn. 

It is an open question if both state and 
federal governments should not take radical 
steps to suppress the Industrial Workers 
of the World. This country is, of course, a 
free one. Men are allowed wide latitude of 
belief and action, so long as they de not 
invade the rights, safety and privilege of 
other people. 

The trouble with the I. W. W. is that it is 
invading the rights, safety and privilege of 
others. In the west, where it has made 
strong demonstrations, and in New England 
and New Jersey it has, many times, ar- 
raigned itself deliberately against law and 
order. Where, in industrial disturbances, it 
has adopted the peaceable course, it has de- 
moralized business and inconvenienced and 
penalized workmen, farmers, persons gen- 
erally who wished to pursue the even tenor 
of their way. The very mildest characteri- 
zation of the organization is as a pest and 
a nuisance. 

People who are thoughtful recognize the 
greatest menace of the Industrial Workers, 
who generally are not workers at all, but 
agitators. Here and there they already 
exhibit unmistakable symptoms of getting 
out of hand. Lawlessness thrives on 
lessness, and when it sees punishment is 
vague or uncertain, it may go tragic lengths. 

These people do not deserve to be classed 
with thrifty or industrious workers. Or- 
ganized labor opposes them, recognizing in 
them the seeds of anarchy and chaos. They 
comprise organized discontent, envy, lazti- 
ness, parasitism. 

The best way to handle an evil of this 
nature is to scotch it before it gets well 
under way.

ACTUAL RURAL CREDITS. 


Men who conduct the farm loan business 
of Georgia met in Atlanta last week and 
effected organization. J. T. Holleman, of 
Atlanta, who has contributed to The Con- 
stitution many articles bearing on different 
phases of farm loans, and who is a man of 
long experience, was elected president. 

Mr. Holleman emphasized a feature that 
is unique when he said that already rural 
credits, being discussed nationally, was a 
fact in Georgia. As a matter of fact, it was 
rural credits that enabled the south to get 
on its feet after reconstruction, and that 
largely explains the agricultural progress 
of the state since. 

Men engaged in the farm loan business 
in Georgia comprise many of the most alert 
and public-spirited citizens of Georgia. 
They have to be men of achievement and 
standing in their communities to impress 
outside capitalists, since most of the farm 
loans made in Georgia on a large scale 
come from outside the state. 

The lands of Georgia are Georgia's best 
asset when it comes to raising money for 
betterments. This is true, whether applied 
to the present degree of rural credits, or to 
the rural credits promised by the federal 
government, when money should be much 
cheaper than at present. 

This means that the more lands are im- 
proved, the more productive they are made, 
the more valuable they become from the 
point of view of collateral. Intensive farm- 
ing, therefore, and farming with the scien- 
tific idea of adding to and not taking rich- 
ness from the soil, is a gilt-edged invest- 
ment. 

Incidentally, what Mr. Holleman has said 
about the necessity for a better system of 
title and land foreclosure laws should not 
be forgotten the legislature. In a few 
months there will be available rural credits 
inaugurated by the federal government and 
reducing the interest rate paid by 
farmers radically. The first requisite to rural 
credits as contemplated by the govern- 
ment is easily-ascertained validity of title, 
clearness of relating to 
land. Georgia's laws in this respect are 
ancient, insecure and obscure. If Georgia 
is not to be at a disadvantage with other 
states in the matter of rural credits it is 
incumbent upon the general assembly to 
take steps that will lead to the simplifica- 
tion of her land laws.

The county 
school system of Newton, of which J. O. 
Martin is the superintendent and H. H. 
Stone president of the county board of edu- 
cation, is almost unique. Where its 
methods are not ahead of the times, they are 
abreast of them. Intelligence and progress 
are the keynotes. The enrollment and at- 
tendance are tremendous, the spirit of the 
scholars militant. Every man, woman and 
child in the county takes an intense pride 
in the system. 

Recently, the school board has issued an 
illustrated pamphlet describing the various 
branches of the is as highly 
evolved as any city school system in the 
country. There is domestic science. There 
is an unsurpassed high school curriculum. 
There is the conventional and well-elabo- 
rated common school feature. There is a 
traveling library. There is a transportation 
department, Newton being one of the first 
counties in the state to undertake to trans- 
port students to school in the rural districts. 
There is art, practical and theoretic. Every 
year they hold a school affair, at which the 
rivalry for prizes of every description is 
friendly but intense. There is also a corn 
club, the successor of the original corn club 
in Georgia, organized in Newton. 

The morale of the system is one of its 
best features. In the schools of Newton 
they have almost perfect discipline. That 
is because Superintendent Martin will not 
permit incorrigibly disorderly pupils to in- 
terfere with the rights of the well-behaved 
majority. The child who will not behave is 
given several warnings—then suspended 
until he or she will abide by the rules estab- 
lished for all. 

This school system is worthy of study 
by every county in Georgia, and by the 
nation. It has not been built up in a day. 
It is a product of evolution and an illustra- 
tion of which can be accomplished by hard 
work and devotion, intelligently applied.

army. 

General Hood assumed command of 
the army on July 18. Its strength as 
reported by General Johnston on the 
10th day of July was 50,627 “effec- 
giving probably about 60,000 
“present for duty.” On the 18th it was 
the same. 

The confederate lines at this time 
extended from a point on the Chatta- 
hoochee river, between the Chattanooga 
railroad bridge and the mouth of 
Peachtree creek, along the south side 
of the creek almost due east to a point 
near the confluence of Peachtree and 
creeks, thence in a southeast- 
erly direction parallel to the general 
direction of Clear creek to the vicinity 
of the Howard house, just north of the 
Georgia railway, about two miles from 
the center of the city. : 

Federal Forces Over 100,000. 

On the 18th of July the federal forces 
were in number practically the same 
as on July 1, when they were officially 
reported at 196,070. Their line extend- 
ed from the vicinity of Pace’s Ferry 
along the north side of Peachtree 
creek; the army of the Cumberland 
commanded by General G. H. Thomas, 
numbering about 50,000 on the right; 
the army of the Ohio, General J. M. 
Schofield- commanding, in the center, 
numbering about 12,000, and the army 
of the Tennessee, under General J. R. 
McPherson, numbering about 35,000. on 
the left, on or near the Georgia rail- 
road at a point about five miles east 
of Decatur. 

The whole federal army was now 
moving, as it were, on a right wheel, 
pivoting on General Thomas’ right and 
closing in on Atlanta. General Mc- 
Pherson's force was on the outer wing. 
of the wheel, moving in on the Georgia 
railway and destroying it, arriving in 
Decatur on the afternoon of the 18th, 
whence his right formed contact with 
Schofield’s left. 

After a study of the situation ag it 


' left 


presented itself on the morning of the 
19th, General Hood concluded that an 
especially favorable opportunity of- 
fered, due to the wide extension of 
the federal line between Pace'’s Ferry 
and Decatur, to:attack the federals in 
detail, thus neutralizing, in a meas- 
ure, the disparity of numbers. His 
defense were reasonably safe at all 
points against an assault, and, having 
the advantage of interior lines, he con- 
cluded to throw the brunt of his at- 
tack on the federal right, General 
Thomas’ command, thrusting forward 
one corps so as to sontrol the gap be- 
tween Thomas and Sctofeld, hoping 
to defeat the army of the Cumberland 
before wid could be ‘roupht to it from 
Schofield and McPherson, and after the 
defeat of Thomas to turn on the right 
flank of the remainder of Sherman's 
army and force it away from its line 
of communication. 

The fact that General Thomas was 
in the act of transferring his com- 
mand to the south side of Peachtree 
creek on the 19th was a favorable con- 
dition for the confederate attack, if 
delivered opportunely. 

Federal Army Moves Forward. 

On the 19th the federal army was em- 
ployed in moving in on Atlanta, thus 
closing the gaps rendered necessary 
by its wide extension to the east for 
the purpose of getting possession of 
the Georgia railway. General Thomas, 
after some little opposition, succeeded 
in crossing several of his divisions to 
the south side of Peachtree creek and, 
before night on the 19th of July, had 
bridges built for the remainder of his 
command. His new line extended from 
a point about half a mile below How- 
ell's mill road on the south side of 
Peachtree creek to a point on the 
Buckhead-Decatur road. 

The two divisions on General Thom- 
left, however, were widely 
rated from the remainder of his 
which terminated with Newton's divi- 
sion just west of Peachtree road. The 
separation of these two divisions on 
the Buckhead-Decatur road from the 
rest of the command was due to Gen- 
eral Thomas’ effort to connect his left 
lank with General Schofield, who was 
advancing in a westerly direction 
that on the evening of the 19th he was 
bivouacked in Peavine creek, a tributa- 
ry of Peachtree, with his headquarters 

McPherson's force advanced from 
Decatur along the Georgia railway. 
and, on the evening of the 19th, made 
contact with Schofield’s left. The clos- 
ing in of the federals on the afternoon 
of the 18th rendered their line much 
less vulnerable than on the morning 
of that day. 

The Confederate Line of Attack. 

General Hood's dispositions for at- 
tack were completed on the morning 
of the 20th, with Stuart's and Hardee's 
corps held off for the assault on Gen- 
eral Thomas’ command, which, by this 
time, had crossed to the south 
of Peachtree creek and was busily en- 
gaged in throwing up temporary earth- 
works

Failure of the Assault. 

The assault failed to break the fed- 
eral line, though the fight continued 
for a couple of hours of “hard and 
close conflict,” as described by Gen 
eral Sherman. In accordance with the 
confederate plan of attack the conflict 
opened against Newton's division near 
the Buckhead-Atlanta road. The posi- 
tion was hotly contested, but with the 
w’™stance of Williams’ division on his 
Tianmc, Newton's division finally held 
its ground. 

In its progress toward the federal 
right the confederate attack soon fell 
on Grony's division, whose line extend- 
ed from Shoal creek to the adioining 
high ground totheeast of that stream

left. The confederate advance at this 
point carried it into the angle be- 
tween Grony and Ward's divisions, 
where the infantry fire from both di- 
visions, supplemented by the Cannister 
fire of Grony’'s artillery proved most 
destructive. 

The progressive attack now reached 
Williams’ division on the right of 
Hooker's corps, but here, too, the fed- 
eral line held its position. 

Assault After Asanult. 

Though the federal line remained un- 
broken by the impetus of the first at- 
tack, the confederate troops were led 
again and again to the assault, but 
the difficulty of co-ordination in such 
a broken terrane as that occupied by 
the confedreate line rendered further 
effort well-nigh hopeless. 

As General Hardee was arranging his 
line for another assault he was ordered 
by General Hood to send a division to 
the support of General Cheatham, 
whose line was threatened by the ad- 
vance of the federalg from the east, 
Cleburne’s division, which was in re- 
serve, was brought and the loss 
of this fresh division seemed to Gen- 
eral Hood to render the continuation of 
the attack inadvisable, and the confed- 
erates, at nightfall, slowly withdrew 
within their defenses. 

The federal loss in killed and wound- 
ed and missing was about 2,000, the 


of which fell on the 
Twentieth corps, Hooker's, which sus- 
tained the fiercest of the confederate 
assaults. The report of the losses of 
the confederates is not available. It 
was doubtless heavier as they were the 
attacking force and the federals were 
more or less intrenched. 
Attack Well Planned. 

The attack of the confederates was 
well planned and skillfully and cour- 
ageously executed. It failed tor rea- 
sons that were beyond their control 
The disparity of numbers was, of 
course, well known to both federals 
and confederates. General Hood's 
maneuvers to neutralize this disparity 
were well conceived. But General 
Thomas’ force alone numbered about 
50,000, considerably more than Gener- 
al Hood could possibly throw against 
him.

Grocers’ and Butchers’

The Retail

Many think that this splitting up ts 
the cause of the defects of German 
railroad nationalization. Instead of 
being controlled by the democratic im- 
perial legislature in the general inter- 
est, the roads are controlled by the 
state governments and state legisla- 
tures, which nearly everywhere are on 
a reactionary and class basis. 

This is particulariy the case with the 
“Prussian-Hessian railroad communi- 
ty.” The Prussian government is nar- 
rowly conservative and agrarian. The 
Prussian diet, elected On a narrow 


Accumulates Vast Funda, 

A greater objection to Pruasia’s rail- 
road system is that it does its monop- 
Oly to accumulate vast funds for the 
state finances. This considered a 
breach of sound railroad management 
and is a violation of a promise. Thirty 
years ago, during the era of railroad 
nationalization, Prussia’s minister of 
public works promised the diet that the 
railroads would be run entirely in the 
interests of those using them, and not 
in order to make profits. 

“State railroads,” he said, “are not 
a milch cow; they are not intended to 
be a source of state revenue.” 

He later promised that the railroad 
rates imposed would be only high 
enough to cover transport and main- 
tenance and to pay a moderate percent- 
age on the purchase debt incurred by 
the state. A similar promise was made 
in England in regard to the postal 
service, which were also not intended 
to help the state finances. cxpert- 
ence shows that governments are never 
able to keep such promises.

The account books of the “Prussian- 
Hessian railroad community” for the 
past thirty years reveal how the state 
railroads have acted as milch cow for 
the state treasury. Between 1882 and 
1912 over $1,250,000,000 has been taken 
out of the railroad profits and handed 
over to balance the state budget. This 
transaction jis made possible by the 
fact that the $200,000,000 annual 
profit is far more than is needed to 
pay interest on and amortise the rail- 
road debt. The profits amount to about 
7 3-8 per cent on the railroad debt. But 
the railroad debt was borrowed at 
about 31-2 per cent. Of the original 
railroad debt of $2,875,000,000, $1,085,- 
000,000 is in consols, of which nearly 
all bear 31-2 per cent; but a small 
portion 4. The state with its 73-8 per 
cent from the railroads makes on this 
money a clear profit of nearly 4 per 
cent. The rest of the capital comes 
out of the “railroad extraordinary 
fund” and- the “disposition fund,” 
against which’ no interest-bearing con- 
sols are issued; and on this portion 
the state puts in its pocket the whole 
of the 73-8 per cent earned.

bsaid, “be tolerated by a private corpo- 
ration.” 

Most persistent of complaints is that 
the rates are fixed by bureaucrats who 
do not understand usiness; and are 
taught by their superiors that the rates 
should favor grain and iron exporters 
at the expense of other interests. Bis- 
marck had a Plan for letting the diet 
fix the rates.

They say 
that where woads are privately owned 
the rates are invariably controlled by 
some public authority, and this public 
authority is in turn controlled by the 
legislature, whereas in Germany the 
vital matter of rates is withdrawn 
from the legislature and handled by a
